FOR GOOD ROADS 


Citizens Want Their County to 


Be Link in Atlanta-Albany 
~ Route 


ENTHUSIASM AROUSED 
BY THE CONSTITUTION 


jt Is Claimed That Atlanta- 
Albany Route, Proposed by 
Taylor County, Is Almost 
Air Line — It Would Touch 
Eight County Seats—Other 
Cities Enthused. 


Butler, Ga., June 6.—(Special.)—In 
response to a call issued“for a meet- 
ing of the citizens of Taylor county, 
a good, large number gathered here 
Saturday and pledged themselves ear- 
nestly to lend their moral and finan- 
cial support to the bringing of the 
Atlanta and Albany route, as proposed 
in The Constitution's good roads move- 
ment, via Butler, the county seat of 
Taylor county, and about $400 was 
readily raised by private subscriptions 
to be given for this purpose. This was 
done with much enthusiasm, and is 
only a beginning of what can be ac- 
complished. 

The great public highway proposed 
from Atlanta to Albany would be al- 
most as straight and direct as an ar- 
row shot passing through nine coun- 
ties and eight county seats between 
these two cities, not counting Fulton 
and Dougherty. A glance at the map 
of the state will show that this route 
would combine two strong factors in 
in favor, to wit, directness and the 
connection of the greatest possible 
number of county seats with respect 
to distance and directness. This good 
highway would pass through the fol- 
lowing county seats and counties, re- 
spectively, and in the following order: 
Jonesboro, Clayton; Griffin, Spalding; 
Zebulon, Pike; Thomaston, Upson; But- 
ler, Taylor; Americus, Sumter’ Lees- 
burg, Lee. 

Taylor organized a good roads asso- 
ciation two years ago and has done 
much valuable work toward improve- 
ment of the roads in and around But- 
ler. 
tative and senator from this county, 
and at present mayor of Butler, has 
been an earnest worker in this good 
movement. 


RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED 
INDORSING GOOD ROADS 
Adairsville, Ga., June 6.—(Special.) 
At the educational and good roads 
conference held at Cartersville last 
week the following resolutions, in- 
dorsing good roads, was adopted: 

“Whereas, Good roads are essential 
to our material prosperity; and 

“Whereas, the road from Chat- 
tanooga to Atlanta, through Ringgold, 
Dalton, Calhoun, Cartersville and 
Marietta, is the most direct and prac- 
ticable route between those terminal 
points; and 

“Wirereas, said road runs through 
or near every battlefield between 
Chattanooga and Atlanta, being the 
line of march of the armies during 
the civil war; 

“Therefore, be it resolved, first, That 
we favor the immediate improvement 
of the said road from Ringgold, to 
which place the United States gov- 
ernment has already completed it, to 
Atlanta; and that this be done re- 
spectively by the counties through 
which the road runs. 

‘Resolved, second, That our sen- 
ators and representatives in congress 
be, and they are hereby, requested 
to use their best efforts to secure gov- 
ernmental aid to complete said road, 
as it is of national as well as local 
importance.”

And Veteran Publicist 
Goes to Long Home. 


For Years Col. McClure Was a 
Distinguished Figure in Pol- 
itics and in Journalism—He 
Died at the Age of Ejighty- 
Two Years. 


Philadelphia, June 6.:—Colonel Alex- 
ander K. McClure, prothonotary of the 
supreme and superior courts of Penn- 


syivania, and for many years a prom-* 


inent figure in politics and journalism, 
died today at his home in Walling- 
ford, Delaware county, aged 82 years. 

Colonel McClure had been suffering 
from infirmities due to his advanced 
years for some time. 

Born in Perry county, Pennsylvania, 
he became editor of The Juanita Sen- 
tinel when only 19 years of age. He 
first gained political prominence in 
1853 when he was norhinated and de- 
feated for auditor genera] by the 
whigs. A member of the republican 


convention which nominated Lincoln 
in 1860, McClure was the one who sug- 
gested that the Pennsylvania dele- 
gates should break away from Simon 
Cameron, of Pennsylvania, and vote 
for Lincoln. This was done, and Lin- 
coln’s name stampeded the cenvention. 
He. formed close rela@&iens with. Presi- 
dent Lincoln and his cabinet, and took 
a prominent part in national politics. 

Colonel McClure came to Philadel- 
phia more than fifty years ago, where 
for a time he practiced law. In 1873 
he was narrowly defeated for mayor 
of Philadelphia after a bitter contest. 
With the late Frank McLaughlin he 
established The Times, and for years 
wielded a trenchant editorial pen. 
One of his greatest battles was a cru- 
sade against “the dandy mayor,” Wil- 
liam B. Smith. 

He was for many years president of 
the Clover Club. 


Atianta Will Moura Celenel MeClure. 

News of the death.of Colonel Me- 
Clure will be received in Atlanta with 
deep regret by the numbers of warm 
friends he made while on his visit 
here March 18. At that time he was 
making his last tour of the south, and 
it was his especial desire to include 
Atlanta in the trip. 

He was accompanied by Mrs... Mc- 
Clure and W. W. and George W. Hensel 
and Mr. and Mrs. J. Hay Brown, of 
Lancaster, Pa. He and his party were 
given a royal reception by many 
prominent Atlanta citizens, and friend- 
ships were made, 

In an interview given out by Colonel] 
McClure, he predicted that a good for- 
tune was in store for the south since 
the election of President Taft, and de- 
clared that if the old party lines Were 
swept away a wonderful development 
of the south’s resources would take 
place. 

Among the citizens who assisted in 
the entertainment of Colonel McClure 
while on his visit here, and who be- 
came his friends, were Mayor Maddox, 
Justice Marcus W. Beck, Justice Bev- 
erly D. Evans, Burton Smith, W. A. 
Wimbish, 8S. C. Dobbs, F. J. Paxon, C. 
H. Kelly, Clark Howell, W, G. Cooper, 
F. L. Seely, James R. Gray, St. Elmo 
Massengale, Julian Harris and many 
others. 

Strong Friend of South. 

Colonel McClure was a veteran ed- 
itor, for a long number of years hav- 
ing been at the head 6¥ The Philadel- 
phia Times. He belonged to the old 
school of Greeley and others 

Though a northern man, Colone] Mc- 
Clure was a notable friend to the south 
after the war and during the recon- 
struction period, and his sage counsel 
was of great service to this section. 
Hé devoted much of hig time in: wrr- 
ing about the opportunities in the in- 
dustrial development of the south, and 
for years was an unceasing advocate 
of this subject 

Colonel McClure had a pleasant word 
for every one and his charming person- 
ality and modest bearing made him a 
friend to all classes. Like all distin- 
guished personages he was the target 
for newspaper men, but the hour was 
never too late for Colonel McClure to 
be interviewed, and he spoke. of the 
reporters as “the boys.”

VICTIM OF THE LYNCHERS 
UNDER DEATH SENTENCE 


In Five Days Morris Would 
Have Paid the Penalty on 
the Gallows, but the Mob 
Couldn’t Wait—Negro Was 
' Hanged in Sight of the Flor- 
ida Capitol. 


Tallahassee, Fla., June 6.—Swinging 
from a limb in the jail yard this 
morning, was the lifeless body of 
Maik Morris, a negro, who had been 
convicted and sentenced to hang for 
the murder of William Langston, late 
sheriff of Leon county. A _ lynching 
was thought probable at the time of 
his conviction, but as day for execu- 
m had been set and the gallows 
cted, thoughts of a lynching ban- 
_ a. Lately, Morris had been act- 
im crazy, refusing to eat, and cover- 
ing his head each time any one ap- 
proached him, so it is the consensus 
of opinion that the motive which 
prompted the lynching was the fear 
of his being judged insane, thereby 
staying execution. 

Jailer Locked Up. 

On being interviewed, the jailer 
stated that about 3 o'clock this morn- 
ing some one called from the _ gate. 
Thinking it to be a deputy with a 
prisoner, he came down to take 
charge of the prisoner. Opening the 
gate he looked squarely into the bar- 
rel of a shotgun, and before he could 
move, he was covered by five pistols. 
Being alone, he was absolutely help- 
less, with nothing to do except obey 
orders. Taking Morris from the cell,’ 
the mob then locked. the jailer behind 
tire Dares, Wid carried the prisonér out, 
where, after swinging him by the neck 
from the limb of a tree in the jail 
yard, they fired one volley into his 
dangling form, and escaped without 
apprehension. 

The jailer said there were only 
fifteen in the party, all masked, and 
talked only when absolutely neces- 
sary, then speaking in pitched tones 
to disguise their voices. 

Negre Murdered Sheriff. 

The crime for which Morris was to 
be executed was the foul murder of 
William Langston, sheriff, at which 
time there was some talk of lynching, 
but, owing to the shrewdness of the 
new sheriff, James P. Houstoun, & 
lynching was narrowly prevented. 

Langston, in attempting to arrest the 
negro, who was wanted in Georgia 
last March,, was shot through the 
abdomen with a load of shot, death 
resulting instantly. Morris escaped, 
and remained at large fer several 
weeks, being caught finally in south 
Georgia, after wearing out several 
posses and packs of hounds. Fearing 
mob violence, Sheriff Houstoun car- 
ried him from Thomasville, “Ga., to 
Jacksonville, where he was kept until 
the day of his trial, being brought 
here. He pleaded guilty, and received 
the death sentence. 

Wanted Quick Execution, 

Immediately, the sheriff and a num- 
ber of business men called upon Gov- 
ernor Gilchrist, asking that an early 
date be set for the hanging of Mor- 
ris, stating that they feared trouble ar 
the hands of a certain element unless 
an early date was fixed. The govern- 
or took the matter under advisement, 
later setting the date for Friday, June 
11. Thinking that all feeling had sub- 
sided, it was not deemed necessary to 
remove the prigoner elsewhere for safe 
keeping, and he has remained in the 
county jail here ever since his trial, 
nearly a month ago. 

No light was thrown on the lynch- 
ing by the coroner’s inquest. The 
jailer and all the prisoners were sum- 
moned, but no clue whatever can be 
ascertained as to the guilty parties. 

Sheriff Houstoun was not here, 
being up in Georgia on business fre- 
lating to his office. 

Informs Governor Gilchrist. 

Governor Albert W. Gilchrist was 
informed of the lynching immediately 
after breakfast this morning at the 
mansion. It was impossible for him 
to hear the one vdiley fired, as the 
governor's mansion is on the op- 
posite side of. the city from the jail. 
No statement has. yet been made pu 
lic by the governor. ;

Niagara Falls, N. Y., June 6.—Louis 
Cohen, of Buffalo, saw his young wife 
leap into the swirling river between 
Second and Third Sisters’ Islands at § 
o’clock this afternoon, only 150 feet 
above the brink of the cataract. 

Without a moment's hesitation, he 
followed her, caught her hand and 
struggled desperately to save her. Mrs, 
Cohen probably died in her hsuband’s 
arms. 

Before it was possible to bring effi- 
cient help an hour’ had passed, during 
all of which, Cohen was making fyantic 
attempte to reach the shore. But the 
struggle against the current—at this 
point it is about 20 miles an hour—was 
beyond his power. 

Fortune Alded Him. 

Fortune aided him. With his.wife 
tightly clasped to him, he felt himself 
bump into a tree stump, and on this he 
got a grip with his one’ free hand. He 
lustily shouted for help, and word wag 
earried to the reservation police, but 
it was hearly an hour after Mrs. Co- 
hen jumped into the river that Officer 
James Martin arrived with Represen- 
tative James 8. Simonds and three 
other men, carryng ropes. Three times 
they threw the rope before it fell with- 
in Cohen’s grasp. When he did catoh 
it, he was too weak to tie it about his 
own or his wife’s waist. The two were 
20 feet from shore, and it was ex- 
tremely difficult, owing to the precari- 
ous nature of the footing, to make a 
good cast.

Mary Ober, 60 years old, and her 
granddaughter, Miss Minnie Ober, 23 
years old. The men fouffd only $3.50 
in the house, and, believing there was 
more, they bound the three women 
and subjected them to merciless tor- 
ture. 

The men tore wires from the pie- 
tures hanging on the walls, and fas- 
tened the three women to chairs. - They 
then bared their feet and held lighted 
candles to them. Parti@ily uncon- 


said to ‘have been Intoxicated at the 
time, got into a quarrel with George 
Perdue, a negro fce wagon driver, in an 
mlley at the rear of Langley’s rest- 
dence, shooting at him, so it is claimed, 
five times, and throwing his pistol into 
Langley’s yard. .

S: ang 
street, all about the same age, were 
playing in the back yard of Mrs. Wil- 
liams, the former children’s grandmoth- 
er, shortly after noon, when it was 
suggested, it is said, that they carry 
out the adventures of a man flashed 
upon the curtain of a moving picture 
theater. In this play the little boys 
had seen a man hung up to a tree by 
his neck, and afterwards cut down, 
without suffering any evil effects.

PARTISAN POLITICS 
STRONGLY CRITICISED 


By Dr. ie C. Kilgo, of 
Trinity College. 


“Political Spirit of South for 
Past Fifty Years Not Condu- 
cive to Growth of Strong 
Citizenship.” 


Charlotte, N. C., June 6.—With the 
annual address by the president, Rev. 
Dr. J. C. Kilgo, the semi-centennial 
commencement exercises of Trinity col- 
lege, at Durham, opened tonight, under 
promising auspices. Though Trinity's 
commencement programs always em- 
brace addresses by men of national re- 
pute, the president reserves to himself 
the privilege of the opening address, 
and his effort tonight was a master- 
piece ‘of diction, thought and oratory. 

Dr. Kilgo’s subject was “The Duty 
of the Individual,” and with the life 
of Lord Nelson as a phasis, he wove 4% 
fabric of Hterary splendor that en- 
thralled a vast audience for thirty 
minutes. There weré some prelimina- 
ry features to the fiftieth commence- 
ment Saturday evening, but the real 
program will be inaugurated tomorrow 
with the class-day exercises. 

In the course of his remarks, . Dr. 
Kilgo criticised strongly the partisan 
politics of the south. Said he: 

“I feel that the political spirit of 
the south, for the past fifty years, has! 
not been conducive to the growth of 
strong citizenship or ardent patriot- 
ism. What I feel profoundly to be a 
question of vital concern is whether 
the voter @f the south can perform 
his individual duty as such not only 
without any slight tinge of obstruc- 
tion in the exercise of his freedom of 
thought, but. under the inspiration of 
a public sentiment that will resent any 
unworthy effort to force him to act 
contrary to his own wishes and judg- 
mentt. So iong as the instruments of 
bitter criticisms of social discount, of 
business threats, or abusive language 
are employed to horde man inside of 
one oftganization, just so long will the 
sense of political duty be feeble and 
public service be @ distasteful task.

REMOVE BODY. 
OF OGLETHORPE 


From England to This 
Country. 


Agitation Is Started in Savan- 
nah in Connection With the 
Unveiling of the Oglethorpe 
Monument, for Which Plans 
Are Now Being Made. 


Savannah, Ga., June 6.—(Special.)—In 
making preparations.for the unveiling 
of the Oglethorpe monument, an agita- 
tion has been started here to fall in 
line with the Pennsylvahians who will 
make an effort to bring the remains of 
William Penn to this country, and have 
the remains of General Oglethorpe 
brought here from England. 

The idea is to have the remains 
brought here in time for the unveiling 
oy the monument, and have them 
placed under the large shaft to be 
erected as a memorial. The agitation 
was started editorially by The Morn- 
ing News, and the seed seems to be 
taking root in the city. : 

The question is a very much mooted 
one. Many think it will be an excel- 
lent suggestion, while others consider 
the idea on the order of a sacrilege. 
The opinion of Savannahians is very 
much divided, and it will take the 
committee some time to determine 
whether such a step wil) be taken. It| 
has been suggested that General Ogle- 
thorpe will be somewhat in the state 
of Shakespeare, whose peculiar epi- 
taph kept his remains out of West- 


minster abbey. 

The question of removing the re- 
mains has brought up another inter- 
esting discussion here. Many are con- 
tending the remains are 
Westminster abbey, while others con- 
tend such is not the case. For the set- 
tlement of this question alone the re- 
moval of the remains will prove inter- 
esting. 

To Cost About $40,000. 

With the return of J. Randolph An- 
derson, chairman of the committee, to 
the city yesterday it was ascertained 
_ the monument would cost several thou- 
sand dollars more than was first 
thought. Mr. Anderson says he will try 
to keep the cost down, but if it cannot 
be done, he will raise the additional 
amount by subscription. The estimated 
cost now is between $38,000 and $40,000. 

Mr. Anderson is now preparing for 
the unveiling of the monument. He 
expects to make it one of the most 
elaborate and largest affairs of its 
kind @er hela in Georgia. In his plans 
he is contemplating having all of the 
national guard of Georgia in attend- 
enee, as well as all of the national 
guard of South Carolina and Florida. 
The old. Colonial Guards of Florida will 
absolutely be invited to attend with 
the Georgia state troops, as St. Augus- 
tine, their headquarters, was the, fight- 
ing ground of General Oglethorpe. 

The monument at its base will meas- 
Syre 33 by 33 feet. It will be most ealab- 
orate, and will be a fitting memorial to 
the founder of Georgia.

Godsend NegroWonTitle, 
Says Washington. 


Booker Washington Uses Negro 
Pugilist as Basis for Sermon 
in New York—He Says the 
Dollar Draws No Color 
Line. 


New York, June 6.—Jack Johnson's 
title to the heavy-weight champion- 
ship of the world was the basic theme 
in a sermon preached by Brooker T. 
Washington to the negro men's Busi- 
ness League of New York. The fight- 
ers’ name was not mentioned, how- 
ever. 

“In the last analysis, Booker Wash- 
ington told his hearers, “success is 
what counts. Success, despite race 
or color, makes the man on top respect 
you. What the world wants is success. 
Hold up your successes; don’t herald 
your gloom. ‘ 

“You remember when aie certain 
member of your race went to Australia 
to do a job; warnings were sounded 
that the color line would be drawn, 
The question was hurled at 
‘Aren't you afraid in that white man’s 
country? 

“Now suppose he had gone to Au- 
stralia crestfallen, saying that he was 
a negro and much oppressed, would 
he have won? It is a God-send that 
he did win. It shows to the negro 
race what determination will do. 

“The time has come when a negro 
must get a commercial, business and 
economic footing and get it in this 
generation or fail in ever getting it. 
Commerce, the dollar, draws no color 
line. The man who produces what 
somebody else wants will get the 
trade,”

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A WISE CHECK UPON BANKS. 


What amounts to additional and commendable protection to depositors 
and stockholders’ in national banks and the public-at-large is a provision 
soon to be put into effect by the United States comp of the currency. 

Proceeding on the undeniable assumption that the men who are nominally 
the directors of any banking institution should be directors in fact also, 
the comptroller will henceforth keep in personal touch with these o 
in every state and territory of the union. 

A singularly simple method is to effect this end. At least four times 
a year he will send to the directors of national banks « set of test questions, 
searching and thorough,/ tending to bring out their first-hand knowledge of 
the condition and regulations of the bank over whose management they are 
assumed to exercise supervision. f 

Provision is made that these questions shall be answered under oath, 
so that there will be no danger that the director will escape responsibility 
by passing the task on to the officials of his particular bank. 

Had this procedure, or one similar, been adopted many years ago, there 
can be no question that failures and defalcations innumerable would have 
been forestalled, with consequent saving to depositors mounting into buge 
dimensions. 

Practically every bank collapse of the past twenty-five years can be 
traced to the indifference of “dummy” directors. In the majority of in- 
stances these men «re selected for their high standing in the commun'ty, 
their names being tised as a guarantee of protection to prospective patrons, 

When, therefore, directors discharge their functions in only perfunctory 
style, the depositor is deprived of the safeguards that induced him to choose 
a given institution; in a manner, the spectacle is that of a bank accepting 


{business under false pretenses. 


The innovation proposed by the comptroller should work a revolutionary 
and beneficent change. It could also, with profit, be appliec to state bank- 
ing institutions. . :

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NEW WESTERN PICTURESQUENESS. 


People living in the eastern and southern portions of the United States 
can have little conception of the bitterness and violence that mark competi- 
tion for range rights between rival cattlemen in the far west. Occasion~:'y 
a vivid instance crops up in the press reports, but as a rule these ebullitions 
are taken so largely as a matter of course as to excite a minimum of 
comment. 

An unusually atrocious outbreak occurred recently in Colorado, however, 
and it has been given tolerably acrimonious ventilation by the press of the 
entire country. The Nebraska State Journal describes it, and adds caustic 


remarks of its own, in the following fashion: 


Geronimo, nuw gcne tc his reward or punishment, was not accused of cru- 
éity more coarse than the last clash develops between cattle and sheep on the 
Colorado range. To tie three herders to trees, flog them and then deliberately 
put in the day killing three thousand sheep because of competition for range, 
surpasses the doings of the dim. barbarian days when the herdmen of Abraham 
and of Lot strove together for possession of the “range” in Canaan. 


It is to be hoped that the journalistic brethren, .zow happily rare in 
number, given to preaching sermons on “barbarism,” with the south as a text, 
will taxe due cognizance of this playful little Colorado episode. 

People in this section disagree about boundary lines and >roperty rights, 
but we uo not remember any event taking on the concrete and futile brutality 
of this Colorado affair.

Hereafter the “middies” at the United States Naval Academy may all 
join, though without the sentiment, in singing that popular ballad entitled,

If the midshipmen could talk, they would probably remind their superior 
officers that anything attempting to restrict matrimony is against public 
policy. 

Secretary of the Navy Meyer explains that the ordef is for the good 
of the service and the welfare of the young men. During the two years’ 
cruise which follows the four years’ course of instruction at the naval acad- 
emy, married middies would not be able to see their vives, anyhow, and 
the department feels that the pa; of $1,400 a year they receive is not enough 
to enable the midshipman to meet his incidental expenses and keep up an 
establishment at home for a wife. So matrimony in the navy is to be 
deferred. ; 

Several years ago General Corbin expressed his belief that the married 
state was not the ideal state for young army officers, and that the single 
men made better and more dependable soldiers than the young married 
officers whose salaries were not large enough to suppor: their wives. 

But the official ban has not been placed on matrimony in the army. Of- 
ficers there are still permitted to exercise their own discretion.

Not only would the AMmeér ican people hold their own little $25,- 
000,000,000 of domestic trade, but th ey would get a share in the “foreign 
market of $10,000,000,000" as Well, a nd would not be afraid of any nation 
that was a competitor in it. What is there in the nature of those minds 
obsessed with the doctrine of prote ction that makes them so fearful of 
the superior capacity of foreigners that they imagine these terrible be- 
ings would take our own markets a way from us while we could not wet 
into theirs? What pany creatures we must be, industrially, ang com- 
mercially, end what a poor thing our own country must. be! 


In this connection, it will be remembered that the jovial Mr. Carnegie 
threw quite a scare into the, ranks of the stand-patters by insisting that 
his own steel industry was not longer in need of protection, when the ques- 
tion was up before.the committee on ways and means. 

Following on the heels of repeated discoveries to the effect thai the 
majority of the great corporations in America were charging small prides 
for their products in Europe, and “protected” prices in this country, his at-

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BLACKBURN DISCUSSES 
DOINGS OF CONGRESS 
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Editor Constitution: The tariff bill 
still drags its ponderous weight a'ong 
the labyrinthel path of discussion, 
When it shall have passed it will 
please no one except the combined 
interests. In the debate on this 
measure there have been some strong 
epeeches on both sides. Senator 
Bailey, always a master in debate, 
more than sustained himself in his 
presentation of the income tax amend- 
ment, of which he is the author. 

Senator' Clay delivered an elaborate 
review of the sugar tariff, and his 
speech on this schedule in the bill is 
decidedly the most important contri- 
bution to political Uterature delivered 
during this session. He was warmly 
congratulated by senators on both 
sides, while the Washington and New 
York papers have been very strong 
in thenr commendation of the Geor- 
sian and his able speech. It deserves 
the éditorial indorsement of the en- 
tire press of Georgia. 

Senator Bacon has not made a 
speech on the bill yet, and probably 
will not do so, on account of the ex- 
cessive heat. But his health is strong 
again, and there is no telling. Should 
he conclude to do so he will of course 
deliver an able argument. 


Georgtans Are Watching. 

All of Georgia’s delegation has been 
giving the measure close attention. 
Our immediate representative, Colonel! 
Livingston, presented an arraignment 
of the frauds that have been com- 
mitted by entrenched intérests, and 
warned the republican party that they 
could not long trifle with the people. 

The other members of the delegation 
have watched every turn made by the 
majority, each in turn getting in a 
good lick here and there in behalf 
of some particular phase of the bill 
that called for floor expression.

Mr. Dudley Hughes, though 
youngest in service, has rapidly 
the distinction of being one of the 
most careful and painstaking of the 
present house.

Editor Constitution: On the historic 


battlefield of Gettysburg, a few days 
since, at the unveiling of a monument 
erected to commemorate the valor and 
achievements of the federal dead who 
perished upon that memorable ground, 
and upon which occasion President 
Taft, the principal speaker, extolled 
the achievements of those who wore 
the blue, Secretary Dickinson, the so- 
lcalled southerner, lined up and sym- 
pathized fully with the unfon victors. 
He not only shouted the praiges of 
Grant’s and Sherman’s armies. but he 
took occasion to apologize for the 
poor, down-trodden confederates for 
what they had done, and to join in 
with the yankees in heartfelt grati- 
tude to God that the south was 
whipped and the confederacy de- 
‘stroyed. 

Mr. Dickinson, the so-called Tennee- 
sean, but whose home was in Chicago 
as general coungel of a great railroad 
until Mr. Taft appointed him secre- | 
tary of war (as a democrat who regu- 
larly votes the republican ticket) and 
is now a citizen of Washington. This 
southern man, whose home is in the 
north where all hig interest and sym- 
Pathies are, both financial and polit- 
ical, thrusts himself before a northern 
audience of ex-civil war soldiers with 
penitential tears in his voice, and 
great choking frogs in his throat, un- 
dertakes to beg pardon and get for- 
giveness for the confederates for the 
sin of defending their property and 
homes. 

Hear him: . 

“At this day there are in the south 
but few, ff any, who would not turn 
swiftly with sentiments of adherence 
from any sugeestion that it would 
have been better for the south if it: 
had succeeded in establishing an inde- 
pendent government. And this is true 
even of the survivors of those who on 
this very ground—

““Saw a gray gigantic ghost 
Receding through the battie crowd 
And heard across the tempest land 
The death cry of a nation lost.’” 


It is in bad taste for the victors to 
continually shout at “the vanquished 
of the gray ghost” and to exult over 
“the death cry of a nation lost,” but 
for those who claim to have been num- 
bered among those who stood in the 
ranks of the gray to express such sen- 
timents, even though they are given 
great official positions, occurs to me 
to be absolutely uncalled for and in- 
decent. We can but feel contempt 
for the dog that licks the hand that 
smites him. If he takes his beating 
gracefully and goes on about his busi- 
ness he is respected, but if he coddles, 
fawns, truckles and licks he deserves 
a kick. Poor sycophant! 

Mr. Dickinson may have heard 
sentiments of abhorrence at the 
thought of success of the confederacy 
in establishing an independent gov- 
ernment, in his northern home, but I 
am sure this abhorrence does not exist 
in the south to any great extent. In 
fact, it is the exception when a south- 
ern man is heard to entertain such 


views. 

Our fathers almost unanimously en- 
tertained the belief that they had 
ample grounds and the best of reasons 
for setting up a government of their 
own, independently of the United 
States. Many of them doubted their 
ability to carry out the undertaking 
successfully, and, for this reason, were 
slow to advise such a course; but few 
even in the beginning felt any 
“abhorrence” should the south succeed 
in establishing an tndependent fsfo0v- 
ernment, and they have never felt so 
since they undertook it, or since their 
failure to do so. 

Since Mr. Dickinson has opened up 
the question again, in the presence of 
Mr. Taft and the Grand Army of the 
Republic, and tells them we look upon 
it with abhorrence, why did he _ not 
state his reasons for abhorrence had 
we succeeded, or the great gratifica- 
tion he feels at the success of Grant, 
Sherman and Butler. Mr. Lincoln, Gen- 
erals Grant and Sherman all expressed 
the opinion. that if the south had had 
ne-half the soldiers that the north 

ad, the independence of the confed- 
eracy would have been established. 

It is true that if the confederate 
government had succeeded _ in estab. 
lishing her independence Mr. Dickin- 
son would not now be secretary of 
war of the United States. 

But it is also true that the confed- 
erate states would have been among 
the best, the purest and most en- 
lightened of governments in the 
whole world, if not the very best. 
There would have been no horrible 
reconstruction tyranny and out- 
rageous, uncivilized proceedings inci- 
dent thereto. There would have beén 
no colossal robber trusts fostered by 
high protective tariffs, for the benefit 
ofthe fewat the expense of the many, 
but there would be a tariff for reve- 
nue to economically opefate the gov- 
ernment for the benefit of. all the peo- 
ple and not a select class. 

The people could, not be forced to 
sel} their products at the lowest 
prices possible, and then pay two 
prices to the trust for al! goods that 
they purchased in order that a class 
of multimillionaires might be _  cre- 
ated and maintained directly at. theic 
expense. 

here would be no such scenes as 
are now enacted in Washington every 
day, of a senate working solely in 
the interests of monopolistic constit- 
uents, each one devising ways and 
means as to how he can best legislate 
80 as to enrich his friends and him- 
self, and have no more thought of the 
success and honor of his government 
than he has for Russia or Turkey. 

There would be no great standing 
army nor a great host of civil office- 
holders simply in the interest of per- 
sonal gain as now. 

There would be no great centralized 
ne tgs run upon the principles of 

eorge III, on the idea of monarchy 
instead of democracy; but there would 
have been a government of the néopie, 
by the people, for the people, upon the 
Plans laid down by ashington and 
Jefferson, with equal rights to all and 
special privileges to none. As Mr. 
Dickinson shudders at the mere 
thought of the “abhorence of southern 
independence,” is he all serenity and 
smiles when he contemplketes the de- 
lights and results of Sherman’s march 
through Georgia; where he belted the 
whole length of Ahe state in black and 
} ashes, where everything movable in 
home and field that was not appro- 
priated was consumed; where the 
negroes were forced into the ranks of 
his army; where the old ang the young 
were imprisoned? 

Does Mr. Dickinson think that a war 
made upon a purely American people 
for the purpose of liberating their 
slaves, which they themselves had sold 
to the south, and in violation of the 
constitution as confessed by Mr. 
Lincoln, a thing southern people 
should be proud of. and a resistance 
thereto a cause for southern abhor- 
rence? 

Does Mr. Dickinson think the legacy 
Sherman left the south of not only the 
privilege, but the enforeed obligation 
of going down in our pockets each 
year and paying $54,000,000 to federa! 
pensions alone, aside from sadling one- 
third of the war debt upon us, a thing 
to be particularly gratifying? 

Does Mr. Dickinson think the act of 
throwing our patriotic leaders in dun- 
geons, and riveting upon their emaci- 
ated limbs fifty pounds of fron less 
abhorrent than southern independence? 

Does Mr. Dickinson think to have 
thousands of the best southern people 
disfranchised, and millions of ignorant 
negroesgenfranchised, should prompt 
us to “abhor the thought of establish- 
ing an independent government?” 

Is he a thorough convert to the doc-| 
trine of “forty acres and a mule?’ 

Does Mr. Dickinson in his heart be- 
lieve that confiscation of our proper- 
ty, taxation without representation, 
disfranchisement of virtue and intelli- 
gence of the highest earthly order;

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BACON HAS FUN 
WITH HEYBURK 


Georgia Senator Also Puts 
_ Aldrich to Bad. 


Bacon Practically Forced Both 
Heyburn and Aldrich to 
Confess That the Tariff Is 
Paid by the Consumer—The 
Senate Greatly Amused.

Washington, . June 6.—(Special.)— 
Considerable amusement was caused 
in the senate*>a few days ago by the 
successful efforts of Senator Bacon to 
wring from Senator Heyburn, of Idaho, 
the confession that high rates of duty 
on imports are added to the cost of 
domestic articles. 

This statement of fact is one that 
Senator Aldrich has very steadily and 
very determinedly opposed. But Sena- 
tor Heyburn was caught napping. He 
was led into the trap by 
from Georgia, the trap was sprung, 
and the flounderings of the Westerner 
served to amuse the Democrats, and 
the visitors in the galleries for up- 
ward of half an hour. 

Aldrich to Rescue. 

Senator Aldrich finally came to the 
rescue and strove valiantly to correct 
the impression given by the unfortu- 
nate “break” of the senator from 
Idaho, but his efforts came to little. 

Mr. Heyburn had been addressing 
himself particularly to the duty on 
hay. 

“When I went among the farmers 
in Kootenai Valley last year,” said Mr. 
Heyburn, “they said to me: ‘What 
interest has the farmer in protection?’ 
1 said, ‘“‘Four dollars a ton on your 
hay.” They have lines of stacks of 
it there, such as you never saw out- 
side of the Platte. I said, “You have 
25 a head on your horses,’ 80 much 
on your swine, so much on your sheep, 
sO much on your vegetables, and so 
much on all the commodities you pro- 
duce. They opened their eyes, and 
they said: ‘I guess this old republican 
party is worth inquiring into. They 
wanted to know more about it, and 
the more I told them the better they 
liked the principles, and that one 
county gave 2,000 republican majorfy,

when it used to go democratic. 

A little later Senator Bacon inter- 
rupted to ask if he had understood 
aright, that under the tariff each and 
every person in the Kootenai Valley 
got $4 a ton more for hay and $26 a 
head more on eachsof his horses than 
he would have received but for the 
tariff. Mr. Heyburn asserted that this 
was correct, and repeated that he had 
been able to convince the farmers 
accordingly, and that they voted the 
republican tieket. He said they liked 
the doctrine which protected them 
form Canadian hay, 

Mr. Heyburn Cornered. 

“Then the senator does subscribe to 
the doctrine that the domestic price 
is found by adding: the amount of the 
duty to what would otherwise be the 
price,’ said Mr. Bacon,

Heyburn was forced to admit that it 
did. “If that is true on one article 
of importation, why would it not hold 
equally true of every article on the 
protected list?” was the next question 
which Mr. Bacon fired at Mr. Heyburn. 
He said, “I want to follow that with 
another question. . If that is true in 
the matter of hay, is it not also true 
in the matter of beef? Is it not true, if 
that is so, that the people of the 
United States have to pay 25 per cent 
more, because that is the ratio, 18 per 
cent, I believe, in beef and 23 in ham? 
If that is true, is it not then neces- 
sarily true that by the imposftion of 
2 cents a pound on fresh meat, the 
consumers of the country have to pay 
18 per cent more for the meat than 
they would have to pay if the 2 cents 
were not upon it?’ 

Obsessed by Protective Idea. 

Mr. Heyburn insisted that this 
amount did not go to the foreigners 
but to the American business man, 

For the sake of argument this was 
fully conceded by Mr. Bacon, but he 
declared that it did not change the 
fact that the people of the United 
States have to pay 20 per cént more 
for the beef they eat than they would 
have to pay if the 20 per cent tariff 
duty was not imposed. 

All this time Mr. Heyburn was 
arguing the straight protection side 
of the case. So thoroughly imbued was 
he with the idea that a protective duty 
is meant to protect the American pro- 
ducer and manufacturer, that he could 
not frame a reply during this rapid 
fire colloquy to show that a tariff 
duty afforded only limited protection 
and not protection to the full amount 
of the duty. 

Aldrich in State of Mind. 

When Mr. Aldrich wag finally able 
to obtain the floor, he was in a frame 
of mind that it would be hard to de- 
scribe in pigus language. It is not 
often that the senator from Rhode 
Island is driven to desperation, but this 
time his temple was almost beyond 
control. 

On being recognized by the chair, he 
declared: “Mr. President, whatever 
‘may be the views of the senator from 
Idaho I am not certain; but if anyone 
expects me to. make a protest against 
the doctrine at a protective duty 
ig added to the cost of the domeatic 
product, then I decline to make any 
such concession.” 

“It is repugnant to my ideas as a 
protectionist; it is repugnant to every 
principal of protection; and it is re- 
| pugnant to my intelligence as a man.” 

When he had. finished Mr. Heyburn 
was quite positive that that idea wae 
the one he had had in mind all alogg, 
saying, “The senator from Rhode 
| Island, Mr. Aldrich, has expressed ex- 
actly the political doctrine to which 
I adhere. I have already stated: repeat- 
edly to the tor from Georgia, Mr. 
Bacon, that the duty is not added to 
the cost of\the article, but that it is 
a barrier against the intrusion of @ 
man who comes in to undersell you. 
The price which the American pro- 
Gucer receives is a fair price for his 
labor upon the standard of American 
labor and the American method of 
doing business.

NEWS AND VIEWS IN THE 
LIFE INSURANCE WORLD 


The annual computations of the In- 
Press shows that the claims 
and benefits to policyholders paid by 
the life insurance companies and asso- 
clations in the United States and Can- 
ada in 1908 aggregated %480,800,000. 
The claims amounted to $330,811,000 
and the payments in dividends and 
surrender values and to annuitants and 
foreign policyhelders amounted to 
$ | 50,000,000. 

It is said that from one point of 
view, the year Was not one of prog- 
ress. The official returns from many 
states show a falling off in payments 
for death claims and endowments. To 
some extent the decrease ig accounted 
for by the extension into 1908 of the 
business disturbance in the closing 
months of 1907 as was indicated by the 
increase of loans on policies, ang the 
lapses, 

Adverse legislation also influenced the 
reduction on account of the decrease of 
agents and the limitations on buBiness, 

“According to the returns to the in- 
surance department of the state of 
New York, there was an apparent in- 
crease of more than $55,450,000 in 
loans on policies in 1908,” says the re- 
port. “At the close of the year the 
charge against policyholders for loans 
on their policies in companies that re. 
ported was $362,029,417, reducing the 
insurance protection of $10,497,923,809 
to $10,135,804, | 82. 

“As {in 1907, in many cases of loans 
on life insurance policies commercial 
credit Was sustained, employers were, 
able to get sufficient money for the 
payment of the wages of thelr em- 
ployees, who otherwise would’ have 
been in straiteneg circumstances, and 
properties were ept from sacrifice. 
Evidently the regrettable loans—those 
taken by policyholders for speculative 
purposes or for reloaning at higher 
rates of interest—were not @6o extensive 
as in 1907.” 


Insurance and Taxation. 

Discussing the question of taxation 
of life insurance companies, a recent 
presidential report says: 

“Policyholders are beginning to real- 
ize, and should realize, that any tax 
imposed on the life cOmpanies is a tax 
upon themselves, which they must pay 
in addition to their general tax to the 
state. Because this fact is not under- 
stood or appreciated, a tendency has 
grown to tax inordinately the. life 
companies. A life company is nothing 
more or less than a legal combination 
of life insurance policyholders who 
have agreed with one another to tax 
themselves to the end that their fam- 
ilies and they themeelves may be prop- 
erly protected and the state relieved 
from taking care of them. The value of 
this is recognized by some governments 
to the extent of wen yon ae from taxa- 
tion the money employed for this laud- 
able purpose. It is a matter for proper 
understanding and education, and we 
commend to policyholders generally 
full consideration of the subject and a 
thorough discussion of it with their 
legislators, who, as a rule, are them- 
selves policyholders. The life insurance 
interests do not urge freedom from 
taxation, but do urge that it should be 
fair and just, and, therefore, should 
not exceed more than one per cent of 
the premiums. In Germany it amounts 
to only one-fourth of one per cent.” 


Comparing Investments. 

An English writer on financial sub- 
jects makes the following interesting 
comparison of private investments and 
investments in life insurance: 

“There is a vital difference between 
life insurance investment and private 
investment. The private investor must 
count, upon several elements as cer- 
tain which in the very nature of the 
case are uncertain. 

“1. He must count on time—on liv- 
ing long eriough, of afi average of 
twenty-five or thirty years—to permit 
of accumulating yearly savings and in- 
terest to an adequate amount. 

“2. He must count on finding an in- 
vestment suited for small yearly sav- 
ings at compound interest. 

“3. He must count on such invest- 
ment being perfectly sound and free 
of the risk of loss, 

“4. He must count.on his own integ- 
rity in resisting temptation to inter- 
rupt the deposits or use the savings 
for temporary purposes. 

“In a life insurance investment these 
four elements are automatically at 
work, 

“1. As the first premium is paid there 
is absolutely secured in event of death 
&@ provision equal to twenty-five or 
thirty years’ savings. 

“2. An investment is found for small 
annual savings at the higher rate of 
interest secured by large capital sums 
invested for long periods. 

“3. An investment is secured free of 
risk of loss, selected as it is by skilied 
investors, with the choice of the best 
~clpamcrani in all pasts of the coun- 
ry. 

“4. The investment itself is secured, 
in the fact that a congract calls for it 
ngs fe bg gg made, and it cannot be 

easily encroached u 
growth arrested. wets Mie ta 

“In addition to these there is the 
element of combination, which in turn 
secures the element of certainty. The 
individual, whose life is uncertain, by 
making himself one of a large com- 
pany of persons, gets the good of the 
certainty of their average life. The 
insurance company, on the other hand 
by making its bargain with a suffi- 
cient number of people and by making 
only the “most aonservative and ad- 
vantageous of investments, does a bus- 
iness free from anything speculative.” 


Dropped 1,200 Agents. 

On June 1, one of the large life in- 
surance companies of New York drop- 
ped 1,200 agents from its service. On 
April 1, after Justice O*Gorman, of the 
supreme court, upheld as constiutional 
the section of the insurance laws pro- 
hibiting any company writing more 
than $150,000,000 of new business in 
any one year, notices were served on 
on about 1,000 of the company’s agents 
that they would not be required after 
May 31. The company states that the 
limit of business fixed by the law had 
already been about reached, and that 
it would be unfair to keep the field 
force as its present strength and in- 
sist that it should remain idle until 
January 1 next.

Several of 
them, in fact, haye written $200,000 a 
yeer or more of new policies. This is 
the first time in the history of the in- 
surance busfMess that there has been 
& wholesale dismissal of agents. The 
companies in the past have, in fact, 
fought to add to their staffs and have 
never neglected to take on an agent 
whose record was good and who was 
regarded as the type of man whocould 
persuade persons to insure themselves. 


» Making Sure of the Premiume. 
A story ‘is told of one life insur- 


ance agent has several clients of the 


kind who find it hard to provide 
money for any fixed purpose at a 
specified time. In other words, their 
money “slips through their fingers.” 
They want to pay their insurance pre- 
miums, but they can’t seem to hold 
on to the money; they are salaried 
men. The agent, who is a personal 
friend to them all, calls upon them 
every week, at or near pay day, and 
asks them for such a sum as, if re- 
peated weekly, will meet the pre- 
miums when due. It is a good pian, 
and it works well to the satisfaction 
of the policyholders, who, no doubt, 
feel that they are relieved-of mental 
anxiety for their own djrect benefit. 
The agent does it -partly on account 
of friendship, but partly, of course, to 
prevent lapses. 


Estate Policies Not Exempt. 


The man who takes life insurance 
for the benefit of his family must be 
careful in naming the beneficiary, 
otherwise complicationg are liable to 
arise. According to a dispatch from 
Nashville the federal court at Green- 
ville. has ruled that life insurance 
policies naming the estate of the in- 
sured as beneficiary are not exempt 
and must be surrendered to the 
trustee in bankruptcy as are other 
assets. Only policies naming the 
wife and children as beneficiaries, are 
exempt under this ruling. 


Insuring the Insurance. 


The plam of “insurance insurance,” 
or, rather, insuring against one's in- 
ability to pay his life insurance pre- 
miums, is coming quite into vogue in 
some communities. ‘ 

A young married man, under thirty, 
has taken out quite a large line of 
life insurance, says The Spectator. He 
has a good position and an income 
which allows him to support his home, 
pay his life insurance premiums and 
to have something left over. To 
Suard against any possible contingency 
of losing his position or for any rea- 
son being unable to pay his premiums 
from his current income, he opened 
an account with a cooperative bank, 
taking a small number of shares, pay- 
ing on them monthly. The money thus 
deposited in the cooperative bank can 
be withdrawn any month if necessity 
arises, or it can continue in the bank 
until the shares mature. It is an in- 
surance of his ability to meet his life 
insurance premgums in any event, and 
no doubt if he did not make the 
monthly deposit in the cooperative 
bank he would not save the money. 
If he has no occasion to withdraw 
the money before the shares mature 
he is so much ahead—has so much 
more saved, has increased his estate 
bY so much. 


Bought a Talk With Him. 


Walter J. Graham, in an article 
dealing with insurance, tells the fol- 
lowing true story: 

“‘Stop, young man,’ said a busy 
banker to a Hfe insurance represen- 
tative the moment he stated his mis- 
sion, ‘you can’t talk life insurance to 
me here. My time is too valuable. 

“Ts it worth more than $1 a min- 
ute?’ inquired the agent, as he pleas- 
antly laid down a ten-dollar Dill, add- 
ing, ‘I would like to make the next 
ten minutes valuable to us both.’ 

“And he ‘ 

“When he arose to go, well within 
the allotted time, the banker shoved 
his bill back to him, and said, ‘Con- 
tinue. I am interested.’ Upon leaving, 
the agent carried an application of 
goodly size, to show how well the 
banker's interest was sustained.”

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HILL AND YOAKUM 
FIGHT HARRIMAN 


ForControl of New Trans- 
Continent System. > 


This New Line Will Handle the 
Bulk of Traffic Between the 
United tes and Mexico, 
and Ultimately Reach the 
Panama Canal. 


San Antonio, Texas, June 6.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Evidences are not wanting to 
prove that a gigantic struggle has 
been going on under the surface be- 
tween Edward H. Harriman, on the 
one hand, and B. F. Yoakum aml 
James J. Hill, on the other, for the 
control of a new trans-continental 
railroad system which will handle the 
bulk of the traffic between the United 
States, the Republic of Mexico, and, 
ultimately, reach the Panama canal. 

A group of Southern Pacific en- 
gineers have been in the field be- 
tween this city and Brownsville, and 
it is understood that a complete sur- 
vey, with maps and profiles, has been 
made. E. B. Cushing, engineer of 
maintenance of way, is in this city, 
and has held several conferences with 
the business men on the subject of 
the proposed railroad. He has declined 
to state positively that the Harriman 
lines would undertake the building of 
the road, but has freely discussed the 
various routes and frankly sought in- 
formation. 

A group of land owners in the ter- 
ritory have formed a coalition, and 
have had right-of-way agents work- 
ing in the field for six months. It is 
said that they have secured a million 
dollars in bonuses in the Rio Grande 
valley, and it is believed that they 
have been backed by the Harriman 
interests. 

It has leaked out that while Harri- 
man was in camp near this city in 
February for several weeks, ostensi- 
bly for his health, that his agents 
furnfshed him complete reports on 
the territory to be,covered by the 
projected railroad. It is currently be- 
lieved that this was the reason for his 
trip to San Antonio. 

On the other hand, a party of en- 
gineers have been in the field survey- 
ing a route from San Antonio to San 
Angelo and Brownwood in the north- 
west. These men are supposed to rep- 
resent the Yoakum-Hill interests, 
which has long been the chief rival of 
Harriman for the contro! of the traf- 
fic of southwest Texas. 

Men supposed to represent the Yoa- 
kum-Rill combination have outlined 
to the business men of San Antonio 
a railroad reaching from San Angelo 
through San Antonio to Kingsville, on 
the St. Louis, Brownsville and Mexico 
railroad, on the gulf coast. 

It is authoritatively stated that 
Yoakum and Hill have secured a con- 
cession from the Mexican government 
for an international bridge at Browns- 
ville. It is also a fact that surveys 
have been made for a railroad fgom 
Matamoras, opposite Brownsville, to 
Tapico, in Mexico, and a road is just 
being completed from Tampico to the 
City ‘of Mexico. This system, if con- 
structed, will give tW®e Yoakum-Hill 
combination a direct route from St. 
Louis to the City of Mexico, some ten 
hours shorter than any now existing. 

On the other hand, the route said 
to be projected by Harriman crossing 
the Rio Grande at Rio Grande City, 
one hundsea miles 
Brownsville, and going straight south 
to the City of Mexico, it is claimed 
will make a still shorter route for 
travel than the Yoakum-Hill Ife. 

San Antonio and southwest Texas 
expects to reap a golden harvest from 
the building of these new lines, and 
is looking on at the struggle between 
the magnates, which, in the phrase 
of Sir Lucius O. Trigger, is, “A very 
pretty quarrel.”

' History When There Was 
More Need for Christian 
Colleges Than Now—Junior 
Orations Today. 


By ee Oe K. Starr. - 

Emory College, Oxford, Ga., June 6. 
—(Special.}—Before an audience of 
about 1,500 people, whose undivided 
attention he held from his opening 
words, ‘Dr. James H. McCoy, president 
of Birmingham college, Birmingham, 
Ala., preached the commencement ser- 
mon here this morning at !! o’clock. 

The graduating class, in academic 
dress, was seated in front of the 
speaker, while a number of dis< 
tinguished Methodists were to be seen 
on the: stage with President Dickey. 
The opening prayer was offered by Dr. 
J. D. MeGehee, of the South Georgia 
conference, and Dr. McCoy read as his 
first lesson Psalm 90, his second lesson 
being from chapter !7 of the Acts of 
the Apostles. 

Tribute to Emery Men. 

Dr. McCoy began by expressing his 
pleasure at being at Emory; spoke of 
the great men the college has pro- 
duced, and paid the institution a high 
tribute by saying: 

“IT have never met an Emory man 
who was not a high-minded, cultured, 
Christian gentleman.” 

His sermon was a powerful dis- 
course, which portrayed the perfection 
of thought in the spiritual relation- 
ships ot men, the vast superiority of 
spiritual things over temporal, and the 
greatness of lov@ His text was from 
Acts,.chapter xvii, verse 28: “For in 
Him we live, move, and have our be- 
ing.”” Beginning. he said, in part, that, 
as Paul walked the streets of Athens, 


he was confronted by the evidences of 
universa] paganism in the religious in- | 
stincts of the human heart, how alfars | 
and temples to many deities were all) 
about him. and he found in the midst 
of them an altar “To the Unknown)! 
God.” “Paganism had erected there} 
the last possible altar to the last, 
possible being, and the inscription on) 
that lonely altar afforded Paul oppor- | 
tunity for one of the mightiest utter- | 
dneces that has ever fallen from hu-| 
Man lips.” He said that this God is | 
the Godq who binds Nature from her! 
utmost boundaries into unity of law. 
Breadness of Man. / 

“The doctrine of unity of nature is 
made wonderful through its corrol- 
laries.” He spoke of the relations be- 
tween the vagious forms of nature, and 
showed the broadness of man as com- 
pared with inferior creatures, saying 
that, as we ascend in the scale of 
creation, the powers of appreciation 
are broadened, and the world in which 
we live is made a bigger world; but 
that mo one has taken on the measure 
of a man until he has been measured 
by his spiritual relationships and his 
capacity to respond to them. He told 
how cultivation of intellectual powers 
would increase one’s capacity for en- 
joyment, and how much more this 
combined with religious education will 
broaden the horizon. 

The doctor touched on the relations 
between science and religion, and said: 
“After science has said its last word 
about man’s relationships, religion has 


@ right to step in any say that man 
was made for God, in whom his destiny 
is worked out.” 
Te Graduating Class. 
He said to the graduating class: 
“You, young gentlemen. will go out 


holding one of two conceptions of the 
universe, and your conception will 


mold your character and mark your 
destiny. You will have to accept an 
agnostic theory and live under a dark 
sky, sinking deeper and deeper into 
pessimism day by day, or else you will 
fee) that vours is your Father’s great 
task, and the World will daily Lecome 
more sacramental to you.” 

He continued that the thoughtful 
life must touch God and bring: him into 
the category of the things worked 
with; that thought makes character, 
and character forms the world. The 
doctor touched on the power of 
thought, and said that a man educated 
in a college where thoughts are shut 
in. by things of materialistic concep- 
tion would become materialistic: bus: 
if spiritua] .thoughts are indulged in, 
he will be a spiritual man. 

Dr. McCoy asked the question, “what 
is the truth?” and said that the one 
answer is A Life, “I am the Way and 
the Truth and the Life,” having at 
last come to be recognized by phi- 
losophy, Jesus Christ being an an- 
swer to the demands of life. ‘On the 
person of Jesus Christ all the lines 
of truth through the universe are 
found to converge.” 

‘He Said Need of Christian Colleges. 


We live not only a thought life 
which demands God as the ultimate, 
but we have’a duty Hfe. He asked, 
“What is duty?” and spoke on the 
binding power of human obligations, 
and the hand of God in all things. He 
said that a book on ethics may be 
written and the name of God not 
mentioned once, but “Never was there 
a time in the history of the world 
‘when there was more need for Christi- 
@n colleges to teach ethics on the 
theory of God than~now.” 

He then said, “Man has a glorious 


love life that crowns all. Man’s life 
econsisteth not in-the abundance of 
the things he possesseth. What is it? 
The trust of a woman, the confidence 
of a little child, love.” Here he pictur- 
ed the ideal home where love and 
happinegs reign. He said that one 


“cannot lead the most glorious life 


through possession merely of material 
things. He said that if Rebecca and 
Abraham were to come back to earth 
they would find the same old world 
of love they left centuries ago, and 
that heaven is a heaven of love. 


Christ Stands at Gatcway. 
In conclusion Dr. McCoy said that 


Jesus Christ stands at the gateway 


of the universe, beckoning, and that 
if we bow in submission to him we 
find the life of love and happiness, 


the only life, worth living.

It is not built around 
any particular personality, for the stu- 
dent of Vedanta philosophy believes 
that the principal of religion is likely 
to be forgotten, if the mind centers 
around a personal idea. 

Vedanta has centers formed in Los 
Angelés, San Francisco, Pittsburg, 
Denver, Washington and Canada. Thesé 
schools of philosophy are under the 
instruction of six Swami from the Mon- 
astery of Remakrishna, near Calcutta. 

There is an interesting story of the 
great Yogi, and Mahatma, Ramakrish- 
na. who was the teacher of Swami Ab- 
hedananda and Swami Vivekananda, 
which gives an insight into the won- 
ders of the religion that is being in- 
troduced into America today. 

As a small child, Ramakrishna was 
made a temple priest in§&the temple 
of The Mother of Bliss, at ali. There 
he sang and wept and prayed to the 
Goddess of the Hindus and served the 
silent image with flowers. The boy 
became possessed of a great desire to 
know if there was really a Mother of 
Bliss in the universe, and day after 
day and night after night he prayed 
and wept, and calling upon her to -man- 
ifest hersélf to him, which, in time, 
she did. This was accomplished with 
much fasting and mortification of the 
flesh. 

The people of the neighborhood 
thought him mad, and to divert his 
mind, married him to a young girl of 
five years. The marriage was in real- 
ity a betrothal, and Ramakrishna, 
in the transports of his spirit, forgot 
her, until several years .afterwards 
she sod before him in the perfection 
of beauty, and falling at her feet, he 
cried: “T have reverenced all wo- 
men as mother, but I am at your ser- 
vice!”’ The young bride, however, 
refused to recall the soul of her hus- 
band to earth, and became one of his 
most adoring disciples. 

The one thought of this saint was 
to attain to the Truth, and he finally 
died, leaving behind him a number 
of young priests, who have taken up 
his work of teaching the world the 
secrets of health and happiness, as at- 
tained through a well-ordered, spirit- 
ual life.. 

Elia Wheeler Wilcox has this to say 
of the Vedanta philosophy: 

“We need to learn the greatness of 
the philosophy of India. We need to 
enlarge Our narrow creeds with the 
wisdom religious. But we want to 
imbue them with our own modern spirit 
of progtess, and to apply them practi- 
cally, lovingly and patiently to human 
needs. Vivekananda came to us with 
a message. ‘I do not come to con- 
vert you to a new belief,’ he said, ‘? 
want you to keep your own belief: I 
want to make the Methodist a better 
Methodist: the Presbyterian a better 
Presbyterian; the Unitarlan a -better 
Unitarian. I want to teach you to live 
the truth, to reveal the light within 
your own soul.’ He gave the message 
that strengthened the man of business, 
that caused the frivolous society wo- 
man to pause and think; that gave the 
artist new aspirations; that imbued 
the wife and mother, the husband and 
father, with larger and holier compre- 
hension of duty.

Abolishing Seasickness. 


(From Collier’s Weekly.) 

Is the rol] of the ages about to be 
abolished? An adaptation of the gyro- 
scope has been made that promises to 
put a stop_to the side-to-side motion of 
vessels at sea. If perfected, it will do 
away with seasickness, and the ship- 
ping of heavy seass, and wil] enable 
gunners to s@Moot accuratély. Billiard 
balls and the noon meal in the salon 
will behave as on land. The deck will 
resemble a middle west prairie, while 
waves are foaming impotently over the 
erect and steady side. Storms will be- 
come legendary, and special prayer for 
those that go down to the sea in ships 
will be obsolete. 

Some of that will be a long time 
coming. But some of it has already 
come. The gyroscope is an apparatus 
which heretofore, by means of a 
mighty flywheel, sucks up and fights 
the motion ffom side to side of the 
body to which it is attached. Already 
R. M. 8S. Lochiel, plying from Bunessan 
to Tiree, on the Scotch coast, has di- 
minished her roll from !8 degrees to 
about 6 degrees. She is a vessel of 443 
tons displacement, and her gyroscope 
weighs seven tons. She is close to be- 
ing stable, even in a severe storm, and 
in certain ports, riding at anchor, she 
is used as a deck to which the little 
lighters, dancing on the waves, tie up, 
and from which live stock may be safe- 
ly landed. 

Such a gyroscope as successfully 
operates on the Lochiel is being in- 
stalled on a Hamburg-Ameriocan coast- 
wise liner at a cost of about $37,500. 

A distant relative of Admiral Sperry, 
an electrical ‘experimenter of high pro- 
fessional standing, Elmer A. Sperry, 
has turned from the European ‘‘paa- 
sive’ gyroscope, and theorized along 
new lines. His invention is being in- 
stalled on a model of one of the new 
parece Pe. The navy department is 
cooperating with him in his experi- 
ments. His is the “active” gyroscope, 
and therein differg from all former 
adaptations of the flywheel and rotary 
idea. s instrument is able to impart 
control impulses in any given direction 
in rapid succession. The swing of the 
European gyroscope is that obtained 
from the comparatively small angle of 
motion:.of the ship itself. The Sperry 

yroscope gains a full angle swing, as 
t functions independently of the mo- 
tion of the ship. More simply stated, 
the ship rocks tc make the European 
EByroscope operate. In the Sperry _. 
roscope, external power for developin 
control is largely. derived from = th 
Oscillating parts of the machine itself. 
It develops more powerful impulses 
with which to fight the rolling ship, 
and it ig far lighter in weight than the 
European model.. It makes up in ac- 
tivity what is lost in weight. 

If this instrument shall, indeed, hola 
a vessel on a steady keél, ocean travel 
will lose many of its insecurities.

NO MORE TORPOR 
IN STOCK MARKET 


Sudden Rekindling of the 
Speculative Spirit. 


Various Incidents Served to 
Cause a Revival of Activity. 
Union Pacific and Northern 
Pacific Make Peace Treaty. 


New York, June 6.—There was a 
sudden re-kindling of the speculative 


market last week. Various incidents 
served to awaken the market from the 
semi-torpid state, the project to in- 
troduce the United States Steel stocks 
to the Paris market apparently hav- 
ing most effect. | 

This .was supplemented by the be- 
lief that important p¥ins were work- 
ing out, looking to the harmonization 
of the relations between the great 
trans-continental railroads. The nu- 
merous small accumulations of the 
thrifty French are considered the 
most inviting fleld of supply for that 
attractive commodity, and investments 
once distributed amongst French hold- 
ers find a lodgment so tenacious that 
stability is thus insured for the cor- 
porations thus shared in. 

Field Most Difficult. 

This field, however, is regarded as 
the most difficult of access by outside 
enterprise owing to the extreme con- 
servatism of the French investor, the 
rigid requirements of the French law, 
and the bourse regulations. The news 
that a way had been found by the 
United States steel sponsors to thread 
this labyrinth appealed immediately 
to the speculative sympathizers. 

It was reported that the plan for 
dealing in the steel shares in Paris 
would involve an accumulation of as' 
much as one million shares for lodg- 
ment in a trust, against which certifi- 
cates would be issued as the medium 
for transaction in France. Also, the 
price apparently paid for these shares 
by the syndicate was made ground for 
assumptions of the. valuation placed 
upon them by the bankers connected 
with the corporation and the premise 
thus inferred of early increase in the 
dividend disbursements.

AMERICAN WOMAN SUFFRAGE 


In entering upon the fifth decade of 
its work for the enfranchisement of 
women in the United States, the Na- 
tional American Woman Suffrage As- 
sociation invites to share in its coun- 
cils all those who believe that the help 
of women is needgdgby the government. 
It is a grave mistake of statesman- 
ship to continue to tgnore the wisdom 
of the thousands of our women citizens 
who, fitted by education and home in- 
terests, are anxious to help solve the 
| many and vital problems upon which 
our country’s future safety and pros- 
perity depend. 

At Buffalo the numerous state suf- 
frage assOciations of college women 
became nationally coordinated in the 
College Equal Suffrage League, which 
immediately made itself auxiliary to 
the National American Woman. Suf- 
frage Association. Then, too, more 
than 20,000 wage-earners of New York 
y City. composing the Equality League 
of Self-Supporting Women, became 
members of our national bedy, ang the 
organization of similar leagues in other 
states is promised in the immedlate fu- 
ture. 

During the year 1908 our cause won 
four solid victories. Michigan gave 
tax-paying women a vote on questions 
of local taxation and the granting of 
franchises; Denmark gave women who 
are tax-payers or wives of tax-payers 
a vote for all officers but members of 
parliament; Belgium gave women en- 
gaged in trade a vote for the conseils 
des prudhommes; and Victoria gave 
full state suffrage to all women. The 
legislative hearings in New York, Ne- 
braska and Massachusetts have called 
out unprecedented crowds showing the 
growth of popular interest. 

All gains cannot be recorded here. 
but the fact that Denmark women 
elected over 7 per cent of the municipal] 
councils throughout the land: that 
Detroit women defeated in the pri- 
maries the political ring which had {ts 
grip upon the schools of that most im- 
portant city; that the International 
Woman Suffrage Alliance in London, 
‘with eighteen countries in its mem- 
bership, had an unprecedented attends 
ance of delegates; that the legisla- 
tures of Washington ang South Dakota 
have voted ~ submit the. question of 


woman suffrage to the electors in 1910. 
gives the workers for woman's political 
freedom great cause for rejoicing. 

These triumphs will encourage us in 
renewed efforts to which we are sum- 
moned by “the cry of the children,’® by 
the knowledge that our country is one 
of the most backward of the nations in 
the protecting of its working children, 
and by the disclosures of the awful ex- 
tent of the white slave trade in girls. 

No words can be more appropriate 
here than those of Mrs. Dargan, the 
young American poet: 


“The Lord of Little Children to the 
sleeping mothers spake: 
‘Lo the dreaming time is over, ye the 
hand of Life must take;’ 
And the dawn was in our facés as we 
started up awake 
On Liberty’s great day. 


“We have heard the babes that called 
us from the whirr of wheel and 
loom, 

In a world of sun and meadows crying 
for a little room, 

Ere their blood ran to the coffers, ere 
their labor made their tomb; 

And We arise and go. 


1“We have heard our sister weeping 
for the child that must not live, 
For the hands that may not tend it, 
for the milk she may not give; 
We have seen her kneel in anguish and 
the bitter blow receive, 
And we arise and go. 


“Over law unblessed, uneancttoneg by 
a mother’s holy name— 
Law that gives the child to bondage 
and the woman unto shame, 
See the star of justice rising with 
dread, consuming flame!

fire-fighting in the forests of Washing- 
ton, Oregon, Idaho, Nevada, Montana, 
California and British Columbia, which 
contain more than 700,000,000 acres of 
standing timber, the patrolling of which 
costs the lumber companies and _ the 


United States forest service hundreds 
of thousands of dollars a year, in addi- | 
tion to the enormous expense involved, 
in constructing and maintaining the 
government's lines of communication. 
Lumbermen in Spokane say that more 
timber is destroyed annually by fires 
than is cut by the saws, and add, if 
s0Me adequate protection could be de- 
vised the standing timber in the north- 
west would last for centuries. They 
have numerous state and Interstate or- 
ganizations, the largest being the 
Pacific Northwest Forest Protection 
and Conservation Association, a federa- 
tion of fire protective leagues in Wash- 
ington, Idaho, Oregon, Montana and 
California, headed by Albert F. Flewei- 
ling, of Spokane, This organization has 
hundreds of men in its employ, but their 
means of communication are not exten- 
sive enough to cover the vast areas, the 
result being that much of it is unpro- 
tected. 

The plan, advocated by R. H. Arm- 
strong, an expert operator, is to estab- 
lish a system of wireless signal boxes 
and teach the forest rangers the code, 
eo that with the first alarm they 
could locate the blaze and summon as- 
gistance before the fire gained much 
headway. This would eliminate the 
danger of cutting off communication 
by fires destroying the poles and trees 
falling across wires. Probably the most 
important thing ie the saving of life. 
Bvery year, since 1870, an average of 
50 persons have been burned to death 
in the United States in forest fires, 
making a total of nearly 2,000 lives 
sacrificed to flames which might have 
been prevented. 

Armstrong maintains that the chief 
reason for the spread of the fire is 
aft @ biaze is discovered a long time 
ela before the alarm can be sound- 
ed and aid summoned to fight. the 
flames. Many of the large lumber con- 
cerns of the Pacific northwest have 
considered using telephone lines for 
connecting camps of forest rangers, 
but this was given up for the reason 
that the fires would burn the poles or 
the wind would blow them down 80 
often that they, would be useless most 
of the time. Then, too, it was found 
that in many timber tracts the country 
js 80 rugged and the standing timber so 
heavy it would be almost impossible 
to atretch a wire line. 

However, the forest service has bullit 
hundreds of miles of telepnone lines 
and cut traile through the big govern- 
ment forests in Idaho, Washington, 
Montana and other western states, 
where it also maintains patrols, These 
wete found of good use during the fires 
in 107 and 1908, but large areas were 
burned over as the result of the fires 
gaining great headway before they 
could. be located by the range riders. 

One thousand acres of virgin ‘timber 
in western Washington was destroyed 
last year, when the season was com- 
paratively a light one for fire losses, 
and the losses in eastern Oregon, 
northern Idaho, western Montana, 
northeastern Washington. California 
and southeastern British Columbia 
were also heavy. This enormous waste 
-of property and sometimes ioss of life 
can be prevented to @ large extent, it 
is believed, by the employment of the 
wireless telegraph for reporting them 
as soon as they start and calling for 
assistance from all sides. 

There aré more than 650,000,000 acres 
of standing timber in Washington, Ida- 
ho, Oregon, California, Nevada and 
Montana, and about 150,000,000 acres 
in British Columbia. Of the timber 
lands in the six western, states, 440,- 

acres are owned by private cor- 
peratie ps individuals, . who main- 


of the dead were decorated 
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its five northern coun- 
ties, the fire protection associations, 
working with the state, have reduced 
the fire losses greatly, but it cost last 
year more than $90,000, or about two 
and three-quarter cents an acre to pa- 
trol the 3,500,000 acres. The associa- 
tions fought 500 great and small fires 
in the last three years. 

The Washington Forest Fire Asso- 
ciation employed between 600 and 700 
extra men, in addition to its 75 patrol- 
men, to fight and prevent fires in the 
western part of the state last year, 
and there are as many more at work 
in the eastern and north central por- 
tions. The logging and lumbering in- 
dustry is the largest and most impor- 
tant in the state, and as the area of 
logged-off land is increasing constant- 
ly, the fire hazard is becoming greater 
every year. This is also the cofidition 
in othér western states. 

The problem of forest protection Is 
one of vital interest to the western 
lumbermen, as well as those who are 
only indirectly connected with the in- 
dustry. The chief payroll of the Pa- 
cific and Northwestern states comes 
from lumbering, as is evidenced by the 
fact that $75,000,000 is paid in wages 
annually in the mills, yards and camps 
of Washington, which give employment 
to from 175,000 to. 190,000 men, while 
the states of Oregon, Idaho, Montana 
and California pay as much more. 

Of the total wages paid by manufac- 
turers in Idaho more than 50 per cent 
is disbursed by saw and planing mills, 
while one-third of the capital invested 
in factories in the state is in lumber 
mills and lumber represents one-third 
of the total manufactured product, in- 
cluding in the latter the output of the 
Coeur d’Alene mines, which contribute 
about 40 per cent of the total lead pro- 
duction of the United States. This is 
also true of Oregon and Montana. 

Most of the big tracts in the five 
states and British Columbia are sit- 
uated far from the centers of popula- 
tion and communication between these 
distant points, except along railroads, 
cannot be had quickly, owing to the 
ruggedness of the country, and many 
believe the installation of the wire- 
less telegraph will be the means of 
averting at least part of the heavy 
losses that follow in the flames start- 
ed through carelessness and neglect 
every sutfmmer, and it is likely they 
will give the plan a trial before the 
close of the season.

RAISE CELERY AT HOME. 


A. M. Worden, Tullahoma, Tenn.— 
Celery is One of the most hardy an 
easily Yaised of all the vegetabi 
family. It is adapted to nearly al 
soils and conditions. and will endur 
more heglect;and vicissitudes of soi! 
and climate, rich or poor, wet or dry 
het or cold, than almost any othe 
crop, and has few enemies to pre 
on it while growing. 

It is almost universally liked by all 
classes, is easily prepared for food 
either raw or cookee, in soups, boiled 
like asparagus or greens, chopped up 


for salads in numerous combinations} 
a delightful, healthful, nourishing die, 


and considered a very desirable dis 
for nervous and well, alike. 

For a seed bed, 1 prepare a spac 
4 by 4 feet or 2 by 6 feet, very rich, 
with well-rotted stable manure; old 
leaf mold is good, too. Work it u 
finely and scatter‘ a 65-cent paper 0 
seed evenly, thinly over the bed. Cove 
a gee one-half inch with fine, ric 
soil. 

If dry, water often. For the young 
plants, warm soap suds is fine. It is 
a@ great plant for water. When plant 
are three to six inches high, trans 
Plant to the garden rows.

for hogs that could be planted on new 
ground at this seagsoon of the year, if 
alfalfa cannot be planted. However, 
want to know bauct alfalfa— 
whether it can be grown on new 
ground or not. My iand is stiff, 
pimply soil with clay subsoil; con- 
sidered very fine land for corn and cot- 
ton, that is in this section, Montgom- 
ery county, Georgia. Would opanish 
greund peas or chufas amount to any- 
thing planted on new ground now? 
Answer: It is now too late to sow 
alfalfa, especially as far south as 
your section; hence an immediate re- 
ply was not essential. The best time 
to sow is October or November. 
next best time is February 15 
March 31, in your latitude. I have 
been familiar with the cultivation of 


eighteen inches wide for two rows, six 
or eight inches deep, when I sow the 
seed in the bed. We throw house! 
slops in the trench while the planis 
are growing, spading them into the 
soil in bottom of ditch, now and then 
to keep it sweet. I set plants thre 
or four inches apart in the rows. Wa 
ter freely and hoe often. When plant 
are six inches high, place papers tn 
each side of the rows, lift up th 
branches and hill up with earth nea 
to top of plants, repeat as they grow 
and they will soon be blanched fine 
ly and ready for the tabte. 

If lumber is handy and cheap, driv 
a lath in the row every three or fou 
feet, slip a board ten to twelyv 
inches wide under the branches to th 
stackes, and straighten it up, staking 
firmly in place and bank with eari 
sone bottom to shut out light ai4 
air. = 

I prefer paper to boards, as you can 
take out a few plants at a time and 
not disturb those left, or a plank can 
be used on one side of the rows and 
paper on the other; a row 50 feet long, 
plants 3 inches apart, would contain 
200 plants, say three-fourths of them 
fine salable plants at 5 cents each, 
grocery price, $7.50, cost of seeds 56 
cents, labor nothing. If paper is used 
the largest plants can be taken out, 
at any time, leaving the others to 
grow undisturbed until wanted. If 
well banked up all can be left in the 
ground all winter in the south. If a 
hard freeze is coming, cover 4 or 6 
inches with earth and they will not 
harm. 

When I lived in northern Illinois we 
used to take up celery, roots an all, 
and set it in big crocks or tubs, water 
the roots with clean water now and 
then and keep it growing all winter 
in the cellar. 

The best soil for celery is a well- 
drained marsh with 6 or 12 inches of 
muck on a clay subsoil, but it will 
thrive on any good soil with very mod- 
erate care and is a profitable and 
healthful crop to raise almost any- 
where. If in rich land and is well 
watered it wilh grow more rapidly and 
produce more crisp, tender, juicy 
plants.

Comment—tThe failure to state the | 
proper time for sowing celery seeds in 
the seed bed is a singular omission in | 
a paper intended to give the leading 
and vital points (Qn celery culture. 
Not only is the above article open to 
this criticism, but so also is Bulletin 
No. 114, ‘South Carolina experiment 
station, Clemson College, 8S. C. 
presume the writers would have named 
April and May as the proper time for 
sowing had they “thought about it.” I 
have usually purchased celery plants 
from a professional plant grower “and 
saved the trouble and risk of failure. 
My experience is that celery requires 
a very rich, loamy soil, plenty of 
soluble plant food and an abundance 
of water. An upland garden soil will 
almost certainly require one or more 
liberal applications of water during 
September and October and one or 
more doses of nitrate of soda. 


_ FLEAS IN BASEMENT. 

H. C. Dobbs, Marietta, Ga.—My base- 
ment has become overrun with fleas. 
Will you kindly write me how I can 
exterminate them? 

Answer: You do not say whether it 
is a basement of a store house or a 
dwelling house, nor whether dogs have 
access to the basement. If dogs and 
cats are permitted they should . 0be 
washed with carbolic soap every two 
or three days, to kill the adult fleas 
on them. The female flea lays her 
eggs at random, probably its host (dog 
Or cat) is its nest, and are shaken to 
the floor or ground, where they hatch 
into small footless, whitish creatures. 
The joints of the flooring and the base- 
boards, door mats. etc. are places 
where the grubs_find food in the dust 
and dirt. A little pile of moist shav- 
ings or sawdust may harbor hundreds 
and thousands of flea maggots. A very 
thorough cleansing up and the free use 
of gasoline (no fire about), carbolic 
acid, lime wash. Fleas will not abide 
where there is a liberal sprinkling of 
the green, leafy boughs of black wal- 
nut. I suspect that a thorough fumi- 
gation of the basement with carbon bi- 
sulphid would be effective. It would 
require about one dram (one teaspoon- 
ful) of the bi-sulphid to each cubic foot 
of space. This liquid is almost as 
volatile as gasoline and equally in- 
flammable and explwsrve. Thirty-six 
hours, or possibly twenty-four hours, 
"ag be sufficient timé for fumiga-

JOHNSON GRASS SEED. 

George R. Irwin, Fort Gaines, Ga.— 
Will you please tell me through next 
Monday’s issue of your paper whether 
Johnson grass matures seed in this 
section which will germinate? We 
have been of the opinion that it does 
not. I notice that it spreads very 
slowly, a small patch remaining in a 
single field for years without spread-/; 
ing to any extent. Does the govern- 
ment issue a bulletin on this subject; 
if so, what is it? 

Answer—I have understood that un- 
der some conditions and in some locali- 
ties Johnson grass fafis to produce 
perfect seeds or such as will germi- 
nate. D. L. Rhaves, in his “Farmers’ 
Book of Grasses” says on this point: 
“Johnson grass is also propagated 
from the seed, but not always so cer- 
tainly, for in some localities many 
faulty seeds are produced and in other 
places no seed at all.” My impression 
is that the department of agriculture, 
Washington, D. C., has published a 
“Farmers’ Bulletin” on Johnson grass, 
but I do not recall the number. A re- 
quest for such a builetin addressed to 
Hon. James Wilson would doubtless 
secure @ copy.

Miss O. Nash, Lumber City, Ga.—En-

ALFALFA 


alfaalfa—under the name of lucerne— 
all of my life, and most of the time 
in southwest Georgia. + It prefers a 
rich, sandy loam such as a fresh sec- 
ond bottom,.or branch bottom (not at 
all wet, or a rich old garden, of 
a well “cow-penned” plat. As far as 
possible the soil shoould be clear of 
Srass aand weed seeds—for these are 
the bane of alfalfa. At least one sea- 
son of culture in a clean crop like 
cotton or cow peas (plowed), or 
other plowed and hoed crop, is very 
desirable. With three or four tons 
of rotten stable manure spreaé broad- 
cast per acre and plowed in, I do not 
belleve it will be found necessary to 
inoculate the soil, or the seed. Com- 
mencing now, an excellent preced- 
ing crop by way of preparation is cow 
peas, 

In August or September prepare the 
land by deep and close plowing (put 
im the stable manure at this time) 
and harrowing. Just before sowing 
the seed I would scatter broadcast 
about 600 or 800 pounds of 10—4 and 
and potash and harrow in. Then lay 
@f rows 30 inches apart, strew 250 
pounds per acre of 10—4 caid and 50 
pounds of nitrate of soda, cover by 
throwing several light furrows on it, 
be cultivated. Every February you 
would rutabagas, using about 15 
pounds of seed per acre. Thrt’s about 
all. No thinning will be necessary. 
You may sow 20 pounds of seed broad- 
cast if you wish, that being the meth- 
od adopted in the west, but I prefer 
sowing in 30-inch rows, so that it may 
be cultivated. Every Februaary you 
should apply 600 to 800 pounds (and 
upward) per acre of the 10—4, and pot- 
ash, and it would be well to apply 5 to 
10 bushels of air-slaked lime per 
acre about once in three years. I 
have never pastured alfalfa with 
hogs, but such practice is in vogue in 
the west, with fine results to the hogs, 
but rather to the injurv of the alfalfa. 
Don't know certainly about the 
Spanisih peanuts in new ground. It is 
certainly not too late, if that Is what 
you are afraid of. 


CABBAGE CULTURE. 


Folsom, Clintonville, Ala.—

I have tried a small! place of cab- 
bage and they seem to do well here. 
I believe they will pay if I can get a 
buyer. 

Answer: Your land will doubtless 
grow cabbage all right, provided you 
apply a liberal quantity of acid and 
potash®and a moderate amount of ni- 
trogenous ingredient. Indeed, a good 
cotton manure for old land would suit 
your fresh land very well for cabbage, 
say, one analyzing 8—2.50—2.50, apply- 
ing 600 to 800 pounds per acre, or 
more. Whether you can successfully 
market your cabbage crop in Birming- 
ham is a purely local question, and 
one that I cannot answer. Go to Bir- 
mingham about this time and see the 
quality of cabbage on the market, 
market prices, freight, etc. There are 
always plenty of buyers at some sort 
of price. I am not able to give you 
names—that would be what is called 
“free advertising’—even if I had the 
names. 


HOGS DO NOT THRIVE. 

H. V. Willis, Elba, Ala.—What 
would be a good remedy for hogs that 
seems in vad order generally? They 
geem to be wormy; hair looks bad, 
stay poor and bony. They seem to 
be hearty enough. I keep them in 
cow pasture with plenty of common 
clover and grass; feed on botled tur- 
nips, squashes, sorghum cane and 
such feeds except grain, of which I 
have none. They are of all ages, from 
3-month-old pigs to old brood sows. 

Answer—I am of the opinion that 
(aside from worms) the unthrifty con- 
dition of your hogs ts a matter of hog 
feed. “Boiled turnips, squashes and 
sorghum cane” do not furnish suffi- 
cient bone and muscte-producing food 
constituents and I judge that the pas- 
ture is not very rich or you would not 
be supplementing it with such foods as 
those named above. The fact that 
the entire herd is in an unthrifty con- 
dition signifies that the cause is one to 
which they are all equally exposed or 
gubjected and must be food or water 
or both. Worms are usually the re- 
sult of drinking stagnant, filthy wa- 
ter such as is usually found in a 
quagmire wherein the cattle and hogs 
graze and wallow and drink. You say 
they “seem” to be wormy, but are they 
wormy? Do you see the worms in the 
feces? If satisfied that the pigs are 
wormy give each adult half ounce of 
fluid extract of spegilia at a dose 
every four hours until purging takes 
place. Pigs 6 to 8 months old should 
have two-thirds the dose and those 
from 3 to 6 months old half the full 
dose. Or you may give to each groWn 
hog thirty grains of koosin as a pill, 
one dose being usually sufficient. A 
very good remedy for worms of hogs 
is to beat up two ounces of pumpkin 
seeds into a pulp with _sugar to give at 
one dose. This should be followed by 
castor oil or epsom salts. Worm seed 
oil is also good, say twenty to thirty 
drops in a little syrup, followed in two 
hours by a purge. These medicines 
should each be given on an empty 
stomach. If possible change the feed 
and give some oats or cowpeas or 
wheat. bran, especially to the growing 
pigs and shotes. .

The culture of soy beans is ecisely 
like the culture of cowpeas: e seeds 
may be sown broadcast, at the rate of 
three or four pecks per acre; but it 
does better to sow in 3-foot drilis, drop- 

ing 6&6 or 6 beans every short stop, 
ust as you would cowpeas, and give 
one Or two plowings. Cut for hay when 
insfull bloom, and in full luxurtance of 
growth, and handle pretty much as 
you would cowpeas. 

CORN CRIBS. 

T. M. Swift, Elberton—Have you an 
special plang for corn cribs? I will 
have to build some this summer, and 
would appreciate any plans you have. 
Thanking you. 

Answer: I have no special plan for 
building corn cribs. If I were about to 
build one, I would be careful (i) to 
have it vermin-proof;: that is, proof 
against rats, mice, etc., and (2) to make 
the floor and side walls as nearly air- 
tight as it may be made by using 
Square ang straight-edged lumber, so 
that carbon bisulphide might be used 
to destroy weevils and other insects. 
Any wall or floor may be made rat- 
proot by lining the same with wire 
cloth, %-inch meshes. 


“CLUBBING” OF MULE’S FOOT. 

L. A. Hunter, Fitzgerald, Ga.—I want 
some information as to what is good 
for a mule that is clubbing. It started 
in jaw, and I have tried every thing 
I know for it. Can you give me a 
remedy for it—the right fore foot? 

Answer: Clubfoot does not “become 
so,’ but is a congenital defect, usually 
confined to one or both hind feet, but 
sometimes in the forefoot. This condi- 
tion tends to induce or causes “knuck- 
ling,” or bending forward of the ankle 
joint, and I presume this is what you 
mean by “clubbing.” This bending for- 
ward of the fetlock, or knuckling may 
be prevented by relieving the strain on 
the leaders and ligaments by proper 
shoeing. This may be aided by shorten- 
ing the toe as much as possible when 
preparing the foot for the shoe, leaving 
the heels long. If the cause of knuck- 
ling be clubfoot, it may not always be 
relieved, and the trouble will get worse 
and worse. 


KNOTS ON COLT’S HEAD. 

Julie Joyner, Georgiann, Ala.—I have 
a colt, 3 years old, that has got knots 
on her head 3 or 4 inches behind her 
eyes. I have had the blind teeth taken 
out. Some say it is big-head. Will you 
Please tell me through The Constitu- 
tion what it is, and give me a remedy? 

Answer: It is not practicable to say 
what is the cause of the ‘“kKnot,’’, unless 
more particularly descibed. You do 
not say whether the knots are hard and 
fixed to the bone, or are movable un- 
derneath the skin. 

Try this: Rub on the knots once a 
week a little of an ointment made by 
mixing one dram of biniodide of mep- 
cury and one ounce of lead. If not a 
bony tumor, but rather softer than 
bone, inject into each a little tincture 
of iodine once a day and rub ftodine 
oint on the outside twice a week.
